The  Docu- 
ment marked  B.,  is  a  statement  of  the  Income  of  the 
City,  from  its  various  sources  of  revenue.  The 
Document  marked  C,  exhibits  the  Expenditures  of 
the  year,  in  all  the  diflferent  departments  of  the  gov- 
ernment. The  Documents  marked  D.  and  E.,  re- 
late to  the  Public  Debt  of  the  City ; — the  one  shew- 
ing the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  Debt, 
within  the  last  year — and  the  other  shewing  its  pre- 
cise character,  on  the  first  day  of  the  present  finan- 
cial year.

It  may  be  remarked  that,  besides  the  ordinary  ex- 
penditures for  the  maintenance  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment during  the  last  financial  year,  a  new  School 
House  has  been  erected— provision  has  been  made,, 
for  the  support  of  a  Small' Pox  Hospital,  for  a  part 
of  the  year — several  valuable  Estates,  on  School 
Street,  have  been  purchased,  with  the  view  to.  the 
erection  of  a  City  Hall,  or  the  conversion  of  the 
Court  House  to  that  purpose — a  new  fire-proof 
building,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  very  valuable 
records  in  the  Registries  of  Probate  and  Deeds,  has 
been  commenced,  and  very  nearly  completed — a 
Hospital  for  the  House  of  Correction  has  been  com- 
menced, and  some  progress  made  in  its  erection — 
and  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  at  South  Boston,  has  been 
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completed  and  furnished.  The  prosecution  of  these- 
objects  will  account  for  the  increase  which  has 
taken  place,  within  the  year,  in  the  Debt  of  the  City. 
Besides  the  Documents  above  referred  to,  this 
Report  is  accompanied  by  an  Account  with  the 
Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the  City  Debt — the 
Estimates  for  the  current  financial  year — and  a  sche- 
dule of  the  Real  and  Personal  Property  of  the  City — 
the  whole  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the 
City  Council.

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REDUCTION  OF   THE   CITY  DEBT. 

Auditor'^s  Office,  July  25th,  1 840. 

The  Auditor  of  Accounts  is  required,  by  Ordinance,  to 
lay  before  the  City  Council,  annually,  a  statement  of  the 
operations  of  the  Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the  City 
Debt.  The  mode  heretofore  adopted  by  the  City  Council, 
of  authorizing  specific  Loans  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
such  portions  of  the  City  Debt  as  fell  due  within  the  year, 
was  abandoned  some  years  since ;— ^and  Loans  have  since 
been  authorized  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  year,  in- 
cluding the  liquidation  of  such  portions  of  the  Debt  as  may 
come  to  maturity.  This  course  has  so  far  mingled  the 
transactions  in  relation  to  the  payment  of  the  funded  Debt 
with  other  financial  operations  of  the. City  Government,  as 
to  render  it  somewhat  difficult  to  state  any  distinct  account 
with  the  Committee  who  have  that  particular  subject  in 
charge.  It  is  now  proposed  to  return  to  the  former  system, 
and  keep  the  operations  in  relation  to  the  City  Debt  separate 
from  the  other  financial  concerns  of  the  City.  This  ar- 
rangement will  render  the  account  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Reduction  of  the  City  Debt,  more  distinct  hereafter.  The
